Contrary to the Applicant's position that proposed amendments to independent claims 1, 6, 10, and 13 are "minor", the Examiner 
believes that proposed amendments have been made in light of the "Response to Arguments" section of the Final Office Action mailed on 
1 1/08/02 (paper # 14), and if entered, would change the scope of the claims. The Applicant has narrowed the claims to recite that "a 
processor programmed to read and communicate only the FILE DIRECTORY (emphasis added) information" instead of generic and broad 
" file information" as recited in the original claims.
